iNTiutnrcTioN. 

Philoldgists  have  loiii;  Keen  awaiv  of  tlir  (■hMractfri>tif  ilass- 
ificationof  IroquoiaiMioiinarui  vcrl)  steins  iiifu  several  c.iiiiuira- 
liiins,  as  a  result  of  their  eoinhitiation  witli  pronominal  prefixes. 
Kairly  eoniplete  tables,  now  avaiiahie  on  a  few  of  tlie  Irotinoijin 
dialects,  uniformly  include  two  classes  of  |)ara(lifr,ns,  ,.a,.|,  „f 
which  has  five  sets  of  pronominal  prefixes,  distinctive  of  as  many 
conjusations.  While  .several  other  tahles  may,  pn-suni.il.ly, 
he  found  in  manuscripts,  the  only  ones  here  referred  to  .ire  that 
of  Father  ,).  A.  Cuoci'  on  the  N[ohawk  dialect,  and  that  of  Dr. 
Franz  HoMs^  on  the  Oneida  dialect .  It  may  lie  stated,  moreover, 
that  l"uo(i  and  lioas  have,  in  this  m.atter.  followed  the  f,)otste[)s 
of  Hev.  .los(>ph  Marcoux,  the  pioneer  ^'raminarian  of  the  Iro- 
(luoian  dialects  i)roper.  nid  missionary  anions  the  Mohtiwks  of 
Caufihnawana  ( 1K1!»-Iv  m),  Cuo,!  havini;  r.'haiidlcl  and  pul.- 
lished  sketches  ;in(l  a  vo.'.iliiilary  hased  upon  .M.arco.ix'  material, 
and  Boas  liavinj;  prepared  a  hrief  study  on  the  ( )n<M(|;i  ,ii,a!e,'t 
alonp;  the  lin<'s  suj-p'strd  by  Cikki's  works.-' 
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For  the  i)repiirati()n  of  the  present  paper,  Cuoq's  and  Bons' 
Mohawk  and  Oneida  studies  have  heen  utilize<l  eomi)aratively 
with  the  Wyandot  linguistic  (hita  collected  hy  myself,  in  the 
cour-  iif  a  season's  field  work  amonn  the  Wvandots  of  Okla- 
homa, in  l<tl2.  To  Dr.  F.dward  Sapir  I  am  indebted  for  his 
kind  advice  on  the  method  followed  while  recording  the  lin- 
Ruistic  data  in  the  field.  ;ind  especially  for  his  collaboration  in 
the  study  of  the  corapar.itive  photietics  and  sr^'nimar  of  the 
Mohawk,  Oneida,  and  Wyandot  dialects. 

For  further  reference,  the  two  original  tables  of  Wyandot 
paradigms  (the  first  with  five  series  of  fifteen,  and  the  second 
with  five  series  of  eleven,  pronominal  forms)  are  given  hero 
(pages  2,  8)'. 


dp:terminix(;  factor  in  the  classification 

of  ihoquoian  noun  and  verb  stems  into 

several  con.i ucjations. 

A  few  prdiminary  remarks  may  not  1  ,>  i)at  of  place  here.  In 
the  composition  of  Iroquoian  pronouns  with  noun  and  verb 
stems,  the  fundamental  rule  as  to  the  order  in  which  these 
elements  are  combined  is  either  to  prefix  the  pronoun  to  the 
verb  directly,  or  to  introduce  the  noun  stem  between  the  pro- 
nominal prefix  and  the  verb  stem.  In  other  words,  we  may  have : 
pronominal  prefix  -f-  verb  radical  (for  instance.  I  +  give),  or, 
pronominal  prefix  ■  noun  stem  +  verb  stem  (for  instance, 
I  +  apple  -f  give,  for  "I  give  (an)  apple"). 

The  noun  or  verb  stems  fall  into  several  sets  when  combined 
with  their  appropriate  pronominal  prefxes.  A  specified  verb 
stem  can  be  conjugated  with  the  pronominal  elements  of  one 
series  only;  that  is,  it  may  require  either  on(>  of  the  series 
(described  ;is  1st,  Ilnd,  Illrd,  IVth,  and  Vth  conjugations) 
of  paradigm  A,  or  one  of  the  corresjionding  sets  of  forms  included 
in  parndigm  B.  A  verb  is  likely,  moreover,  to  pass  from  one 
conjugation  of  paradigm  A  into  the  corresponding  conjugation  of 
paradigm    B,    in    cf-rtain    specific    circumstances.     When    the

noun  Ai'm  is  placed  Ix'twccn  tlic  prunoun  !in<i  the  vcrl),  tlip  noun 
sifm  ilctcrniincs  the  conjujiation  of  the  |)rccc(linK  pronominal 
profix,  and  is  followed  hy  ttic  verb  stem  stripped  of  its  prefixes. 

The  aim  of  the  present  paper  is  to  imlicate  the  dcUrminimj 
factor  in  this  cla.s.sificalioi)  of  rndimlx  into  several  conjugation^.^ 

AlthouRli  no  explicit  reason  h;i,s  yet  ajjparently  heen  advanced 
accounfina:  for  this  ri;;id  sorting  of  the  stems  into  several  con- 
jugations, Mareoux,  Cu()(i.and  Boas  indicate  hy  their  treatmont 
of  the  pronominal  prefixes  that  they  must  have  found  it  imposs- 
ible to  lay  down  the  principle,  whether  pertaininj;  to  tlu'  history 
or  to  the  phonetii'  re(iuirements  of  the  lan«uaKe,  which  is  at  the 
basis  .)f  this  classification  of  stems.  The  pronominal  elements, 
as  t;ibulated  in  the  paradiftms  published  by  these  authors,  are 
always  immediately  followed  by  one  of  several  vowels  standing 
between  the  pronoun  and  the  stem. 

What  is  the  nature  of  these  vowels?    Arc  they  part  of  the 
pronominal  prefixes,  or  of  the  verb  or  noun    ra.iicals;    or,    are 
they     ini'epcndent     intrusive     elements?     The     followinj;    are 
utterances  of  Cuoq,  Boas,  and  of  Father  J.  Gras,  on  this  topic. 
Cuoq   simply   describes   these   vowels   as   follows:-'     "A,    lettre 
caracteristique  de  la  lere  conjuRairon"  (A,  characteristic  letter 
of  the  1st  conjuKation),    .    .    ,    '7,  bref  est  le  signe  de  la  2nde 
conjugai.son"  (short  E  is  the  sign  of  the  2nd  conjugation), 
"E  long  est  le  signe  de  la  .'5e  conjugaison"  (long  E  is  the  sign  of 
the  3rd  conjugation),    .    .    .    "Le  phis  .souvcnt   une   N   nasale 
accompagne  le  signe  de  cotte  conjugaison  et  se  confond  avee 
lui"  (the  nasal  N  generally  follow.s,  and  is  blended  with,     the 
sign  of  this  roniugati(m),  and  .    .    "O  long  est  le  signe  invariable 
de  la  5e  conjug.uson.     A.ssez  souvent  il  est  sui  vi  de  N  soit  simple 
soit    double,    et   alors   il    forme     syllabc   avcc    cette   consonne, 
laquclle  fait  aussi  partie  du  signe  de  cette  conjugaison"  (long  () 
is  the  invariable  .sign  of  the  5th  conjugation.     Fairly  often  it  is 
followed  by  a  single  or  a  double  N,  and  then  it  blends  in  a 
r.yllable  with  this  consonant,  which  thus  becomes  part  of  the 
sign  of  the  conjugation).     Mr.  Boas  seems  to  have  assumed  a 
similar   point   of   view,    and   he   terms   these   vowels    "vocalic 
characteristics   of   verbs   and   nouns"   or   "vocalic   character."

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He  adds:'  "In  niany  chscs  certain  clcincnts  arc  sufTixcd  to  the 
nominal  stoin  when  it  apjx'ars  in  incorporated  form,  tliat 
apparently  give  to  it  the  character  of  a  veri)al  noun  exprosing 
quality,  instrumentality,  and  similar  ideas.  In  this  form  the 
noun  is  inserted  hetween  the  i)refix('<l  pronouns  and  the  verbal 
btem.  As  -soon  as  this  composition  is  made,  it  appears  that  each 
Btem,  both  nominal  and  verbal,  has  a  certain  initial  rocnlic 
chnrnder  which  in  other  forms  does  not  necessarily  appear." 
And  further',  "To  walk.  i-{e)  .  .  .  Ajtparently  the  stem  and 
tin  vocalic  citarnrttr  form  a  unit  hen."  Yet  the  following  sentence 
seems  to  eontrauict  the  above  view,  "\erbs  of  the  E  class  appear, 
when  the  stem  begins  with  a  consonant,  without  vowel''  (appar- 
ently implying  that  some  verbs  may  in  the  same  conjugation 
begin  wiih  a  vowel). ^  Father  ,1.  (iras.  S.  ■!.,  a  missionary  among 
the  Mohawks  of  Caughnawaga,  who  has  a  speaking  knowledge 
of  Mohawk,  has  lately  written  in  reply  to  a  (juery  on  this  point, 
"Chez  nous,  les  dites  voyelles  ont  toujours  ete  considerees  comme 
prefixes  personnels  et  independents  du  radical.  Une  preuve 
qu'elles  sont  des  pr('fixes  c'est  qu'elles  .sont  mobiles  et  s'elident 
au  contact  du  radical  devant  une  voyelle  on  devant  certaines  con- 
sonnes,  par  euphonic.  l,e  cas  arnve  assez  souvent,  k  la  2e 
personne  singulier,  indicatif  "'-{•sent  de  la  2e  conjugaison,  et 
ailieurs."  ("Am'^ng  u.;,  these  vowels  have  always  been  con- 
sidered as  personal  prefixes  and  independent  of  the  radical. 
As  a  proof  of  their  being  prefixes  may  lie  pointed  out  the  fact 
that  they  are  movable  and  are  elided  for  euphony  before  a 
vowel  or  certain  consonants,  when  they  are  juxtaposed  to 
a  radical.  This  happens  fairly  often  in  the  2nd  person  sin- 
gular, indicative  present,  of  the  2nd  conjugation,  and  else- 
where"). 

On  a  close  examination  of  the  available  Wyandot,  Oneida,  and 
Mohawk  material,  it  seems  obvious  thi^  this  standpoint  needs 
revision;  and  I  will  now  attempt  to  show  oncisely  that  while 
the.se  so-called  vocalic  elements  are,  in  the  1st,  Ilird,  IV'th,  and 
Vth  conjugations  of  paradigms  A  and  B,  an  integral  i)art  of  the 
verb  or  noun  stems,  they  prove  to  be,  in  the  Ilnd  conjugation 
(made   up  of  stems   beginning  with   consonants  and   a   serai-

vciwcl),  part  of  tlic  jtroiioininal  pri-Cixcs,  with  the  fxception  of 
the  first  and  mcoihI  persons  singular,  in  which  they  sci'in  to 
lie  acciilcntal  cr  inlrusivc  ch'nicnts.  It  will  be  necessary  for 
our  purpose  to  analyse  the  structure  of  the  pronominal  ele- 
ments, and  to  <\plain  the  rule-;  p)verninn  certain  Iroquoian 
phonetic  changes  or  contractions. 

Let  us  first  confine  our  attention  to  the  Wyanilot  puiwligiu  A, 
lioas'  table  of  Oneida  'sulijivtiir  /in fists',  and  Cuofi's  panuliiiiu  K 
for  M'>hawk  jjersonal  pronouns,  each  of  which  consists  of  five 
ttualoHous  eonjufiations  of  fifteen  pronouns'.  In  these  dialects 
the  vowels  of  the  Ilnd  conj\i)jation  accompanying  the  consonant 
or  consonants  of  the  pronominal  prefixes,  are  several  in  num!)er, 
namely,  c-  in  the  first  and  second  persons  singular,  and  the  indefi- 
nite; o-  in  the  third  persons  masculine  and  non-masculine,  the 
first  persons  plural  inclusive,  exclusive,  and  the  second  person 
plural:  iind  i-  in  the  five  persons  dual  and  the  third  persons 
masculine  and  non-masculine  plural.  Tli.it  these  ,-,  n-,  and  i- 
vowels  cannot  f)e  considered  ;.s  an  integral  part  of  the  stems  i.s 
granted  l>y  the  .nbove-nientioned  writers  ami  is  clearly  borne 
out  by  tlu'  facts.  Besides  ttieir  being  irreducible  to  a  single 
vowel  f)y  means  of  an  analysis  '  ised  uixm  the  rules  of 
Iroquoian  phonetic  chanjn^,  one  o'"  'hese  vowels  is  systematically 
dropped  in  certain  circumstances,  which  could  hardly  happen  in 
thecaseof  an  integral  stem  element.  It  may  saMy  be  stated, 
moreover— although  somewfiat  i)rematurely-  that  whenever  a 
verb  stem  of  the  Ilnd  conjugation  is  c(m)poundcd  with  either  an 
imme<liately  preceding  noun  stem,  the  refiexive  jirefix  -at-  (or
